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True and False Conservatism,

Tas word ‘“‘conservative’ i8 used so often
nowadays in a parly sense, that we are in dan-
ger of forgatting the distinction between what
passes for conservatism and what really is con-
porvatism. In this, as in everything else,
there ia the true and the false, False con-
servatism adhéres blindly and unreasoningly
to what is, Troe conservatism oonserves only
that which is good, and go worth preserving.
Talso eonservatiam is narrow and contracted
in its view, seeking present ease and guist at
the cost of future peril and woe, worshipping
at the shrine of o temporary expadiency, and
forgetting that immutable principles constitute
the great laws of the universe, True con-
servatism recognizes the eloment of progress,
looks beyond the passing hour to nltimate re-
aults, and shapes its conrse in accordance with
the diotates of a more comprehensive philoso-
phy. The conservatism of whatis good re-
quires constantly the overthrowing of what is
evil, for evil and good are perpetuslly antago-
mdatio, and the one lives as the other dies. It
thus comes about that the true conservative is,
by a necessary law of his constitution, also a
radical, for he oannot truly couserve the good
without radiocally opposing the evil.

The history of the world has probably pre-
sonted few examples Letterillustrative of true
snd false conservatismm than is now given
by our own country. That which among us
appropriates to itsell the name of conserva-
Usm, par excellence, is bul the merest sham
aud counterleit of the genuine articla, Where,
among our so-called conservative leaders in
this country, do you find ene 10an of broad and
oomprohensive views, truly ocatholic in his
feplings, & man of brain to see and of heart to
love the true principles of human freedom,
and to intelligently plau for their full realiza-
tion in the structure of soclety ! On the von-
trary, they are bigoted and narrow-minded
partisans, whose chief aim seems to be to cling
a8 bong and as tenaciously as possible to the ex-
ploded errors of the past. Take theirconstruo-
tion of the Constitution, and what is it? Narrow,
techndioal, literal, sacrificing the spirit to the
form—an instrament for pettifoggers to quib-
bel over and for small-minded men to conatrue,
In their hands jts mnoble proportions are
dwarfed, its ¥¥sility emasoulated, its compre-
hensivenes; narrowed down until it becomes
smery fower of attorney grauted by petty
B0¥ coigntios, instead of being the organic law

!ncl the vital bond of a great nation! Their

“jdea of statesmanship, what is it? Persecu-
tion of the negro—absolutely nothing else.
Slavery having perizhed, they would conserve
as much as possible of its spirit and its policy.
They fail to comprehend the fundamental
prinoiples whioh have conslituted the vital
power of the nation, and which have oarried
it to its present pitch of greatness and glory.

True conservatism, in our country, must be
based first of all upon an intelligent apprehen-
gion of, and devotion to, the great doctrines of
buman freedom &s enunciated in the Declara-
tion of Independence. These must be main.
tained, conserved, in the structure of the Gov-
ernment. Whatever confliots with these must
be dismissed as a foreign and hostile element.
Society must be made homogeneous, sud must
take to itself form in accordance with these
vital laws of the national existence. By thus
doing we shall preserve all that is distinetively

blioan in onr system of government, aud
shall be enabled to transmit to poaterity, in a
uigher and more perfect state, the blessings
handed down 1o us by the fathers,

“The Responsibility of the Minister to
the Legislature.

Homn weoks ago, our readers may remember,
& debate occurred in the French Senate in
regard to making the Cabinet of the Emperor
direotly responsible to the legislativ.
During that debate the relative advantages of
the systems of England and the United States
woere disoussed, and althongh a number—pro-
bably & majority—favored the British plan,
yot it was defeated by the oppositien of the
Government, This defeal was cousidered a
Jdafeat of the liberal policy, and 80 it was, if we
but think for & moment of how our system,
when applied to the Emperor's Government,
‘works. In America a vote of want of confi-
denoce in the Cabinet, passed by both Houses
of Congress, would have no possible effect,
except to embitter the relations between the
Istive and exeoutive departments. The
Cabinet Ministers are entirely independent of
,  They hold their offices at

{ the President, and & wunani.
ﬁuﬂ';nm:ro of the Legislature could have
no practical bearing, uuless their offense was
go greal as to csnse an impeachment. This
system, with us, works sdmirably. The Presi-
dept is responsible for the aotions of his
subordinates. They are but his clerks, his
sgeuts, aud be is acoonntable for their deeds.
Over him there is mo oloak of not being uble
to do wrong. He {8 like any other citizen,
aud ls amensble for any traunsgression of the
Iawa. Whenever the aystem ia applied in
Rurope, the effect is very different. The
maxim that (he King can do mo wrong
s in fall foroe there. He s, aoccord-
ingly, not responsible for the aols of his

uam‘l)ﬂr.

are in the United States, there is really no
limit &t all Lo the astion of the exsecutive and
his Cabiget: the King, and also the Ministers,
nre safe ffom all restraint and all punishment,
Therefore, what is the purest essetws of froe-
dom with us, and the mest consistent with the
respanaibility of the sxecutive, Is, when applied
to a monarchy, the very essence ofdyranny, and
inflnitely inferfor to the system of (ireat
Britain,

The British polity in this rospect is the
nearest approach to perfection of which a
monarchy is onpable. The dootrine, of conrae,
prevails that the King is immaculate, but if
he does any wrong, the law, whila it imputes
no crime to the monarch, holds any one who
assists him guilty, and liable to punishment.
So that if the King does an unconstitutional
act he s not held respontible, but if his Min-
istry asist him—which assistanoe is always
necesgary—they are responsible, and will be
punighed. The Ministry there are dirsotly
within the reach of Parlinment—
they are, in fact, part of Parlia
ment; and a vote of want of confidence com-
pels of necessity a resignation and s reorganiza-
zation of the Cabinet. By this means the same
end is gained as we secure in the United
States by a directly opposite course. Respon-
sibility is made to rest on the most influnential
departments of the executive branchk, and this
is the great end to be gained in any Govern-
ment loviug freedom. Wae see that the strag-
gle in Austria has resulted in the adoption of
the British system, whereby the ofioers of the
Crown are placed within the power of the
Legislature. By this step, Austria has taken
another stride in advance; and, what with
granting privilegea to Hungary and reorga-
nizing her defective system, she will soon ones
more resume her place at the head of the
German nation, from which the superior disci-
pline of Prussia so lately ousted her. The
signs of life in the decaying monarchies of
Europe presage a reviving of the spirit of
liberty which will make strange changes in the
face of the Old World.

Enforcement of the Sunday Law.
Tar lnw prohibiting the disposal of spirituons
liquors on Bunday is practically a dead latter,
and an encumbrancs to the statute-book, so
far, at least, as the city of Philadelphis is
concerned. From the day on which the law
went into effect until the present, a number of
liguor dealers in the oity have complied with its
requircments faithfully and uncomplainingly.
At the same time, by far the greater number
have been just as persistent in their defiancs
of its provisions, and will so continue until the
strong hand of the law is laid heavily upon
them. Honest efforts have repeatedly been
made by citizens who desired the observance
of the law to bring about this result. A nom-
ber of complaints were made, and on the
strength of these the gnilty parties were ar-
rested and held in bail to appear at Court.
But they never responded to their bonds, for
the simple reason that the Grand Jury inter-
fered, and ignored all the bills of this charac-
ter which were brought to their attention.

The consequences were evident on all sides
yesterday. In many sections of the city the
liguor traffic was carried on with open doors,
withont any pretense of interference on the
part of the authorities. In numerous other
cases the drinking saloons were lighted up
brilliautly in the evening, and the tramp of
men and jiogle of glasses could be distinotly
heard by any one who happened to be passing;
but to all outward appearances the establish-
ments were closed according to law. To all
such, however, there was a side entranve, ac-
cessible to the frequenters of the place, if not
in full view of the general public.

The seventh section of the Liquor law now
in force reads as follows:—

“lt shall be the duty of every sherlfl, consta-
ble, policeman, and oflleer ot police, to compel
Lhe observance and Lo prevenl the violation of
the provisions of this aol; and in the discharge
of such duty, if need be, he shall have power to
close up, and to keep closed, any place or places
whers such violations become known to him,
whether by his own personal observation, or by
It:l?m:amlon of any respeciable eitizen of the
vicinity."

Now, if “any respectable oitizen of the
vicinity'' of these open and defiant violators of
the law should take the trouble to communi-
cate the faots of which he was an eye-witness
to a policeman on duty in the neighborhood,
with a request that this clear provision of the
act might be enforced by the summary closing
of the establishments, he would be given
some such answer ag this :—“Come with me
before an Alderman in the morning, and make
oath of the faots, and I will arrest these men.
They will then be bound over to appear at
Court, and cannot escape a conviction, unless
the next Grand Jury, like the last, ignores the
bills against them. This is all I can do in the
matter. I have no asuthority to take foroible
possession of a tavern, and close its doors; at
least, I have no orders to do so, and there la
no such precedent for me to follow, If I were
todo as you request I should only involve
myself in difficulty, and would not be able to
geoure the sapport of those officers whose
duty it is to prooure the infliction of the penal-
ties provided by the law."

This section of the aot—and it is the most
important and efficient of all—is thus rendered
absolutely null and void, It is so plain and
clear that “the wayflaring man, though a fool,"
could by no posaibility misinterpret it. The
evident object of its framers was the uncere”
monious closing of every liquor ast ablishment
in whioh any of its provisiens were openly
defled. And yet the police foroe of this eity
are afraid to follow ita behests, for the simple
reason that they have received no instruotions
on this point, have no preosdents to follow,
expect no support from those whose sworn
duty it is to see that the laws are faithfally
executed, and do not vare to huve their meagre
savings swallowed up by lawyers’ feos in de-

But there must be an end to Lhis state of
Affairs, and the sooner it is brought aboul tha
more will it be to the oredit of the oity suthori-
ties. The sesulons of the Grand Jury com-
mence to-day, and before thay are conoluded &
Inrge number of oases for vialation of the Sun-
day law will be brought before them. Will
they follow in the footatapa of thelr predecos-
gors by ignoring them, one and all, notwith.
gtanding the testimony of ‘‘respeotable ofti-
zene!"' or will they remember their oaths, and
relurn & trae bill in every oase, that the
offenders may be brought to justice without
further delay ¥ We await their response with
copsiderable interest, and shall take the trou-
ble to see that it reaches the public, whose
gervants and protectors they are.

Ax Ussonvep Mysreny.—There is a singular
myslery conneoted with the oise of Mra. Sar-
ratt. A majority of the Court befors which
ghe was tried recommended to the President
that, on account of her sex and age, her sen-
tence should be commuted to imprisonment
for life. The President avers that he naver
had ofivial notice of this fact. The archives
of the Government, on the contrary, contain
the recommendation attached to the sentence,

Now the question arises, Was the recom-
mendation to mercy travsmilted with the
other papers in the ense? The President says
he had no “official’ notice of the recommenda-
tion. Had he any other? Did he know of it
atall?

Thers Is a mystery here whioh the publio
would be interested in haviog cleared up,
For our own parl, we have no doubt the Presi-
dent knew of the recommendation to meroy,
whether he had “official’’ notice of it or not,

Tur Kexrtvoky Kueoros.—Kentucky holds
her annual election to-day. The State is
divided politioally into four partiesa—the
straight-out Rebel Democraoy, the half-and-
half Demooracy, the Republicans, and the
disfranchised citizens. The Rebel Democracy
will probably carry tha State. Were the dis-
franchised oitizens;, who are among the most
orderly and industrions inhabitants of the
State, allowed to vote, a Republioan triamph
would be sure. Tennessee disfranchises Rebels,
and the Democratic party throughount the
country execrates the act. Kentucky disfran-
chizes loyal men, and the Democratio party
has nothing to say,

Tue Canne Acaily Brokex,—When the At-
lantic Cable was first laid,the danger of its being
broken at the bottom of the sea was hardly
thought of, but we are already called upon to
chronicle the second aceident of the kind du-
ring the present year. Luckily, in both cases
the injury has ocourred in shoal water, whars
the difficulties of recovering and repairing it
are at the minimum,

Tax iron-olad ram Dunderberg, lately sold
by her builder to the French Government, has
just made the passage ancross the Atlantic, in
rough weather, in fourteen days. The sea-
worthiness of this class of vessels wounld seem
to have been generally underrated.

QUEEN ViCcroRIA AND THEH PRINOE oF WALRS, —
The Queen just now is not very popular, writes
an Eoglish corresponden’, Herlong retirement
from public and social life angers the trades-
men, whose tevenue it diminishes; disappoints
the aristocracy, whose pride and pomp it was
wont to nourish; sand displeases the commons,
whose loyalty is & mutter of shows and cheering,
to some extent. Throughout the whole kingdom
she s lightly spoken of, and often with pomtive
dislike. She is accused of avarice, foolishness,
ete., but Jittle of it true, yet showing the willing.
pess to hear or say ill congerning her. The
Prince of Wales, with all his industry, gets fow
encomlums, and seems to be regarded with
general indifierence, Men of reiflection here
speak of the great change in popular feeling to«
wards the royal house, and regard it a3 a serous
matter, They say it hus come to pass within the
last three years. They attrioute it to the Queen's
long retirement, Whether it may not come out
of deeper causes, and the growing sense of
equality and common rights, is a question for
the future Lo golve,

RECONSTRUOTION IN AvnaBAMA.—A despalch,
under date of August 8, from Monlgomery, Ala-
bama, enys:—'‘The RBepublicans are holding
mass meetings througheut the State under the
direction of the Republican BExecutive Com-
mitiee, A large and enthusinstic meeting and
burbecue was held at Prativille to-day. The
colored military, armed and equipped, and the
colored Loyal League from this place, marched
in procession, with bapners, mausie, ele., to
Prattyille,
H. Bwith, Messrs, Doster, Ketfer, Felder and
others, in wbich the blacks were enlightened
respecting their new politioal rights. Reglstra-
tion returns teceived to date show the whites to
have 46,700 and the blacks 66,700, Tolal,
112,400,”
